'I'he Christian basilicas arose largely out 


of Ihe spoils of heathen buildings, and 
not uncommonly on the sites of heathen 
temples. 
The columns of the ehiirdies 


were commonly the columns of earlier 
buildings used up again, 
lint their archi- 


tects si 
i seldom to hnvemade use of Ihe 


columns of the 
temples on the site of 


which they were building. 
The 
fact i.s 


lhat (he columns of the temples were sel- 
dom suited fortlmt purpose. The columns 
of Ihe portico of n temple, columns which, 
with their entablature, made up Ihe fid 
height of the wall, were too lofty to !«• 
employed iu the inside of a church'which 
came al all short of the very greates! 
scale. 
Translated to the insi'de of Ihe 


basilica, the column had to hear its arch, 
perhaps u stilt between its abacus and the 
arch, to bear Ihe clerestory range above, 
and the space between arcade aiid eleres. 
lory devoted lo mosaics or oilier kinds of 
enrichment. 
Sometimes, again, in the 


Christian, as in the heathen, basilica there 
was one arcade or colonnade above an- 
other. 
Smaller columns than those of 


the temples had therefore to be used for 
all but the very greatest churches, and 
we thus get the curious sight of churches 
built 
on 
the 
siles 
of 
ancient 


temples, out of the spoils of ancient tem- 
ples, but with the columns of the temples 
on whose site they stand remaining un- 
used and embedded iu the walls. 
This 


may be seen at St. Shiry in Cosinedin. 
where liveslately columns of Ihe original 
temple are hnilt np iu Ihe western "and 
northern walls. 
Itisahnosl more striking 


at St. Nicolas in Cnreere, where the 
church--one of no groat i,i/e- lakes in 
parts of three neighboring temples, wilh 
columns of different orders. 
In 
both 


churches the arcades rest on much smaller 
columns, doiihth-ss brought from some- 
where else. Hadthe columns of the origi- 
nal porticoes been used for the churches, 
the churches must have been built on tin- 
scale of the Latnran or the Vatican basili- 
ca.
